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ENGLAND PAYS TRIBUTE 


TO REMAINS OF THE QUEEN 


Ten Miles of Picked Warships Escorting the Body to 


London for the Funeral. 


GBEAT PAGEANT IN LONDON TOMORROW 


Procession in Capital City Will Be Most Brilliant and 


Impressive Ever Seen There—Immense 


Crowds—All Business Suspended. 


Cowes, Feb. 1.—Today the British 


rnavy is paying its tribute to Queen 
Victoria. 
Ten miles of warships, 


,the.;piek of the British, French and 
•German, fleets, are in line following 
the remains to London. 


At the head of the line are the old 


paddle-wheel royal yachts, their som- 
ber hulls standing out in marked con- 
trast against the huge white sides of 
the Hohenzollern. 
Then, in single 


column, come the British battleships. 
Half way to Portsmouth the single 
.line merges into a stately double

the 
vessels 
of 
' the 


foreign nations and the biggest craft 
of the British lying there saluted the 
body of England's lamented rjueen. 


At 1:45 p. ra. the coffin was borne 


from Osborne house by her majesty's 
Highlander's arid was placed on a gun 
carriage. 
he queen's company of 


the grenadier guards, with the qxieen's 
colors, were drawn up facing the 
entrance, presented arms and then 
wheeled about and opened outward, 


•-forming a double rank through which 
ihe gun carriage passed. 


Form the Procession. 


This escort marched on either side 


of the coffin, outside of the equerries. 
The households of her late majesty 
and of Queen Edward and of Queen 
Alexandra and of the other members 
of the royal family formed up in the 
space outside the entrance and follow- 
ed in the procession after the mem- 
bers of the royal family. 


Massed bands formed upon the car- 


riage drive and moved off as soon as 
the gun carriage reached the 'carriage 
drive. 
The military officers, royal 


servants, and tenants of the Osborne 
estate were formed up, eight abreast, 
In the carriage drive. 
The queen's 


pipers took their place immediately 
In front of the gun carriage and played 
from the house to the Queen's gate. 


The procession then moved off to 


the pier. 


Troops Line Roadway. 


The roadway fr&m the gateway to 


the pier was lined with troops, in close 
order. 
The troops remained in posi- 


tion until the minute guns from the 
fleet commenced to fire. On the gun 
carriage being drawn up> at the pier 
the coffin was removed from the gur 
carriage to the-royal yacht, Alberta, 
by seamen from the royal yachts, in 
full dress with red stripped overalls. 
The troops were in review order, with 
rolled great coats, haversacks, and 
water bottles. 


Crimson Covered Bier. 


The coffin containing the royal re- 


mains will repose in the crimson cov- 
ered bier on the deck of the 
royal 


yacht Victoria and Albert during the 
night, and tomorrow will bd borne 
through the streets of London, ac-. 
companied by the most imposing mil- 
itary demonstration ever seen in that 
city. 


At one o'clock on Saturday after- 


noon the coffin will be transported to 
Windsor, where in St. George's chapel 
will be conducted a service as im- 
presisve as the rites of the church of 
England and the orders of knight- 
hood can make it. 


Such, in brief, are the final arrange- 


ments for the funeral of the .dead 
queen. 
As far as posisble all the 


plans are complete. 


Military Feature Uppermost, 


The military feature will every- 


where predominate. 
The funoral cor- 


tege will approach the shores of Eng- 
land through an avenue of battle- 
ships, stretching ten miles across the 
Solent. 
From the moment that the 


royal yacht starts from Cowes until 
it reaches its anchorage in the harbor 
nt Portsmouth, the minute guns of 
the fleet will thunder the sonorout 
tribute of the navy to the memory oi 
the departed queen.

TROUBLE ASSUMES SERIOUS PHASE 


nany Americans Are In Peril of 
Their Lives— 


Officials Demand file-Surrender of Their 


Arms, and They Refuse To Do So. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—Import- 


ant news in regard to the politica'l 
revolution in Venezuela and the trou- 
b\p. ovor the possession of Pitch lake, 
held by the New York and Bermudez 
company, an American corporation, 
was-.contained in a.telegram received 
at the State department from Minis- 
ter Loomis at Caracas. 
Mr. Loomis 


said that the local officials in the prov- 
ince of Bermudez, in which Pitch lake 
is situated, had demanded the surren- 
der of arms and ammunition belong- 
ing to the New York and Bermudez 
company, and that the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment had informed the agent of the 
company that it would, not interfere 
with any action the local officials might 
take. This brings the employes of the 
company at Pitch lake face to face 
with the question of fighting for! the 
property which they hold. The situa- 
tion is regarded -as exceedingly ser- 
ious, as a ..conflict at arms, between 


Venezuelan 6'fficersrand American citi- 
zens might involve the two countries 
in an-'embarrassing complication which 
would bring about strained 
relations. 


The United States government has 
taken the position that it eannot un- 
dertake to decide between the con- 
flicting claims of the Bermudez com- 
pany and the Warner and Qulnlan 
company of Syracuse. It has informed 
the Venezuelan government and the 
rival American asphalt concerns tnat 
the controversy -oust be left to the 
adjudication of the Venezuelan courts, 
and that it will not interfere unless 
there is an obvious denial of justice 
or unlawful injury to the lives or prop- 
erty of American citizens. In view of 
this attitude of the American govern- 
ment an attack by the authorities of 
the state of Bermudez on 
the 
em- 


ployes of the New York and Bermudez 
company might bring about 
serious 


trouble between the United.States and 
Venezuela.

Into a written arithmetic, but who has beer 
carefully 
drilled 
in mental 
arithmetic, 


can do better work and obtain a .cleare. 
comprehension and more thorough grasp 
of the subject in three or four years than 
the struggling child obtains in its eight 
years of arduous toll. 


Teachers should be very careful never 


to send n note or letter with u scholar to 
the home of anot .er schoolmate, making 
Inquiry why they are not at sc-ool, because 
the child may be sent to a nonie where 
there Is some contagious disease.

P. M. Marzluff & Co. have about con- 
chided to move their shoe factory to 
Milwaukee.

it was true that they had received a 
proposition from Milwaukee parties 
which was so much to their advantage 
that they had about concluded to 
accept it.

under consideration for some time, but 
it was not until lately that they had 
considered it at all 
seriously. 
A 


great many things have to be con- 
sidered in making a move of this 
kind, but the main one is the ques- 
ton of expense. 


The fa'ctory as it now stands occu- 


pies a building 36 x 94, three stories 
high, with a basement. 
About hall 


of the basement 'is available for manu- 


• facturng purposes. 
This gives them 


about 11,844 square feet of space foi 
manufacturing purposes and 
their 


business demands about 30,000. 
Thii 


lack o£ room is also one of the rea- 
sons for the contemplated move. They 
must have more room, but cannot get 
it in their present location. 


They also claim that their factory 


can be operated at a less expense in 
a city like Milwaukee than in a .town 
of this size. 


In ths city it costs Marzluff & Co. 


about 17% cents per square foot for 
rent, light, heat and power; while A. 
"W. Rich of Milwaukee pays about- 
th-irteen and one-half cents per square 
Joot.

strictly up-to-date fire-proof building 
that will bring the insurance rates 
.down on a par with the rates paid by 
other manufacturers in large cities, 
with plenty of floor space in order that 
they may increase their force by from 
40 to CO hands.
